The new Hungarian Premier, Herr Wekerle, has completely adopted 
the tolerant programme of the Liberal party and has announced in Parlia- 
ment his intention of pushing forward with every possible speed the Bills for 
the enforcement of civil marriages and for the emancipation of the Jews, 
So far iis the latter measure Is concerned Herr Wekerle’s predecessor, (Count 
Szapary, had already adopted the popular view and it was only because he 
hesitated with regard to civil Marriages for all contessions thiat lis fall wis 
brought apart. It will, however, be more satisfactory to our Hungarian 
coreligionists that their rights should be conceded to them as part ana parcel 
of a comprehensive scheme of Religious Liberty than that they should be 
selected for exclusive favours. Hitherto Judaisin in Hungary has not been 
recognised by the law in any way. It has been simply tolerated in the most 
approved mediwval fashion. Whatever privileges it has enjoyed have been 
In Virtue of antiquated Court decrees, whieh have had no place on the 
Hungarian Statute Book. The Jews asa religious badly are outside the 
constitution precisely in the same way as though the feudal system. still 
existed. In practice no. serious disabilities are imposed oh them buat their 
anomalous status has been largely responsible for the persistence of anti- 
dewish prejudice and of superstition in the country, Hungary as a constitu- 
tional country, extremely jealous of her national freedom, owes it to her own 
honour that this state of things should) be terminated. it 
credit to her that she should ‘he the last of the Western european nations 
to abandon the mediwval view of the Jew, even though this view survives only 
as an Innocudus technicality. 


The extraordinary trial for witcheraft which as just been decided in 
Eichstaett, in Bavaria, is a further pre wot that superstition dies hard. Father 
Aurelian exoreised a bey in his parish, and asserted that the evil spirit: thus 
removed admitted that it had entered into the boy owing to the witehery of a 
Protestant woman who it was alleged gave the boy some enchanted fruit. . The 
Church gravely supported Father Aurelian’s proceedings, but the woman has 
gained the action for.slander which she felt bound to bring against her 
traducer, The Court fortunately for itself was not called upon to discuss the 
question of the possibility of demoniacal possession and exorcism, but decided 
that insufticient evidence hac been adduced of the supposed offence by the 
woman. In the Standard of Tuesday, this strange trial was curiously com- 
mented upon by a letter which a correspondent had drawn from Bishop 
Smythies. The Bishop repudiates the charge that he does not believe in the 
devil, for he lives * in a country (Central Africa) where there are evidences of 
his power on every side.” The Bishop adds, * How far witehcraft is a reality 
in particular cases it is difficult to say, but that does not alter the fact that 
the belief in a fear of witcheraft is the great cause of cruelty and crime among 
the people, and their great. curse.” 


This latter clause is true, but it seems 
hard to diseriminate in this way. 


[f Europeans still. believe in witcheraft, 
they can hardly denounce Central Africans for a more consistent and thorough- 
going share of the same belief. It is remarkable how this particular super- 
stition has been outgrown by Judaism. Though the Old Testament and the 
Talmud lend a certain amount of authority to the belief in witcheraft, we are 
certain that for a long time no Jewish tribunal in Europe would have enter- 
such a charge as Father Aurelian’s, nor have given even so qualified a 
practical adherence to the belief as is conyeyed in Bishop Smythies’ letter, 


Mr. Zangwill delivered a lecture at the Playgoers’ Club on Sunday 
night, which may be described as conceived in his later manner, It was full 
of wit and epigram, but a serious purpose ran through it. Mr. Zangwill 
expounded his notions on things dramatic in general, and passed many acute 
criticisms on the playwrights of to-day. He does not share the general 
opinion that the dramas now produced are conspicaously inferior to those in 
vogue say in the first quarter of the present century. Yet the fact has not 
yet been fully accounted for that while in France and Germany the foremost 
men of letters have written for the stage in modern times. in England the 
case has been quite other.

In England, the only matters taken seriously are polities and 
religion. Politics must be taboo unless the manager is catering only for half 
the public. Religion is exeluded from the stage by law, and as Mr. Zang- 
will wittily remarked, Elijah is only allowed to appear in evening dress. The 
Oratorio is indeed the sole form of dramatie art that can be termed national 
The parallel between the modern English and the ancient 
P dJudeans is very apt. In Judea there was no national theatre, and the 

Roman and Greek amusements which found their way to Palestine were not 


tolerated by Jewish authority, Just as, however, it is possible for Mr, 


Zangwill to detect a growth of artistic sentiment which will irresistibly lead

One of the points to which Josephus addresses himself in his famous reply 
to Apion is the allegation that the [sraclites brought leprosy with them when 
they left Egypt—a false charge which has its modern analogue In the asser- 
tion that the Jewish fugitives from Russia carried the cholera into Western 
europe, Again, as the POSSessors of a code which appears to have been the 
first that scientifically described the symptoms of leprosy and legislated for 
its treatment, we Jews have an additional reason for following with sympa- 
thetic attention every effort made to eradicate the disease. Public opinion will 
demand that the most energetic measures shall be taken by the responsible 
authoritives in Burmah and elsewhere for the localisation of this terrible 
scourge, and it will receive from no quarter more vigorous support than trom 
our own community,

The institution of the Sabbath is our great 
pride, because all ervilised nations have copied it frou us. The Talinud lays 
down the rule that we may only violate the Sabbath to save human hfe. But 
thatis not suflicient: we must also be permitted to prepare against. danger. 
And this COTICeSSITON, d bY 1), rash be trom au oral law of, Moses, 
was not known to.Judas Maccabswus, as we shall presently see. The Greek King 
Antiochus marched with his army against Jerusalem on a Sabbath, and conquered 
it, because the Jews did not defend themselves. Mattathias, the father of Judas, 
fought bravely for his faith and fatherland against the heathen, but sulfered 
great losses on the Sabbath. When his ehudas perceived this, instead of 
quoting passiges from the Bible. or holding a learned dissertation, he cried out 
despatr, do not fend Sabbath. our enemies will 
exterminate us!” and from that time the Jews defended themselves on that 
that reform was, it did not go tar enough : tor although one 
was permitted todefend oneselfon the Sabbath, yet one was notaltiowed toattack, 
It is evidentthat this distinction would lead to many misfortunes in war, where a 
whole ariny would be exterthinated if it neh cts opportunities Ot attacking the 
enemy. Anexample will make thisstillclearer. The Roman General, Pompey, was 
besieging the Jews in the Temple at. Jerusalem, but was prevented from getting 
at them by a deep and: wide moat. He tried to throw a bridge across the chasm ; 
but the Jews shot down his men, and thus hindered the buriding of the bridge. 
But Pompey noticed that the Jews did not Sabbath except tor 
purposes of self-defence. He. therefore ordered his soldiers to continue building 
the bridge on that day, but without attacking the Jews. As the latter were not 
in immediate danger of their lives, they left the Romans unmolested, and the 
bridge was finished on the s ithe day. The consequences Were far-reaching and 
disastrous. The Romans foreed their way into the Temple, cut down the 
virrison, conquered the whole country, and made it into a Roman _ province, 
Josephus, who tells the story, is very proud of the Jews, and glories in the 
circumstance that they would rather lose their country than transgress the Law. 
But we must remember that he was a Jew. and wished probably to make’a 
virtue of me Cessity. Pompey and his solders, On the other hand, did not think 
thie ir eX imple one to byes followed. though thev were pleased with the results of 
the Jews taithfulness to the Law, and decided always to make war with the 
dews on the Sabbath. 

During the last rebellion of the Jews before the destruction of the second 
Temple, the Roman army arrived before the walls of Jerusalem on the Sabbath, 
but this tine the Jews attacked them with such desperate courage, that they 
deteated and almost totally destroved their enemies. Josephus draws parti: 
cular attention to this occurrence to show how extreme was the exasperation of 
the Jews against the Romans, that even on their holy Sabbath they would not 
walt to be attacked, but rushed out and took the offensive. And their. fierce 
courage was so great that,in-spite of the knowledge of war and tactics pos- 
sessed by the Romans, they were driven to flight by the Jews. At Babylon at 
that time was a large colony of exiled Jews, and the heathen attacked them on 
the Sabbath, but they did defend themselves, , 

There were many among the early Christians who also did not wish to be 
soldiers, and when reproached with this, ‘lertullian, one of the Church Fathers, 
answered : “ We, Christians, help our Roman fatherland more by our prayers, 
than the heathen do by their swords.” Since the days of Constantine, how- 
ever, the Christians fight on Sundays as on other days, and no difliculties are 
raised by their religion, Our Rabbis must now try to complete the reform 
begun by Judas Maccabeus, and remove the reproach from us. Even in times 
of peace there are a good many points left unsettled with regard to the Sabbath. 
As an instance. | may mention that in Russia great conilagrations often occur, 
which burn up whole villages, and even towns, ‘lhe fire-stations are very incom- 
plete, and the local authorities take no trouble about them. Consequently, the 
Inhabitantsof theirownaecord oftencombine to form volunteer fire brigades. But 


they dv not care to admit Jews into them. giving as 2 reason, that if a tire broke 
out on the Sabbath, the Jews would not help in putting it out. Nevertheless, it 
has happened that, ina small town, where a fire had Lroken out on the Sabbath, 
and all the Christian inhabitants were at work in the delds, the Jews, in spite 
of the Sabbath, saved their houses from the flames. By the time the Christians 
returned the tlames had been subdued, tueir property was safe, and they 
expressed their deep gratitude to the Jews who had done them this service. If, 
on the other hand, the Jews, from mistaken religious motives, had not acted in 
this manner, great misfortunes would have ensued.. For the people would have 
hurled reproaches at the religion which could allow such calamities to happen, 
and would no doubt have killed many of the Jews. It would be well. there- 
fore, that our Rabbis should teach the people that even on the Sabbath they 
may put out a fire, so that a great disaster may be warded off, assault and 
murder prevented, and the honour of our religion saved.

THE RECORDER OF NEWCASTLE ON THE JEWS. 


His Honour Judge Seymour, Recorder of Newcastle, made some very com- 
plimentary remarks on the Jews, in a civil action tried at North Shields County 
Court on the 16th inst., in which a co-religionist happened to be plaintiff. Upon 
the defendant uttering some rather violent remarks about Jews, his Honour, in 
rebuking him, spoke as follows : You are making a very unchristianlike attack 
upon a race of people, for whom I entertain the greatest respect. In my contact 
with our fellow Jewish countrymen, | have found them most honourable and 
liberal. You may sometimes come across one who is not over-scrupulous in his 
dealings, but this we tind amongst all classes. Your uncharitatle remarks will 
have no influence with me in deciding this case. 


THE CHIEF RABBI ON THE AIMS AND 
IDEALS OF THE SYNAGOGUE. 


The Chief Rabbi preached at the Dalston Synagogue last Saturday to 4 
‘rowded congregation on the aims and ideals of the Synagogue, Adverting to 
the fact that their Synagogue had now been established for seven years—a week 
of years as the language ot Seripture would phrase it—he thought the time had 
come when they could fitly ask in how far they had succeeded in accomplishing 
the objects which its founders had in view. What they needed was to amplify 
and extend the purpose for which the Synagogue was established and to 
make ita centre of spiritual and charitable effort. He exhorted the congre- 
gation to resume the Religious Classes for the instruction of the young an 
advised the elder congregants to combine for the study of the Bible, Talmud and 
Hebrew literature generally. Dr. Adler also adverted to the distress unhappily 
prevailing in the East End and urged the members to band themselves together 
tor the purpose of visiting their poorer brethren. He especially called on 
the women of the Congregation to establish a Clothing Guild in connexion with 
their Synagogue and thus to imitate the example of the Patriarchs, whose 
distinguishing virtue was to spread abroad the knowledge of God and to aid and 
support the indignant wayfarer.

The Lord Mayor's tirst visit was to the Chureh Row School. where he was 
received bythe Head Master, Mr. H. M. Hyatns, and several of the Managers. 
headed by Dr. Gordon Browne, who briefly introduced his Lordship. The Lord 
May or went throug h the various rooms, address ing some kine} words to the 
little scholars. He expressed hisadmiration for their beautiful singing and his 
conviction that when they were located in permanent premises they would hold 
their own with other similar schools. In proposing a vote of thanks to the 
Lord Mayor, Mr. J. R. Diae: Chairman of the London Scheo!] Board. 
referred to the difficult work that bsd to be done, and was so successfull: 
carried on, at the Church Row School owing tothe necessity of teaching more 
than one language to the children. 

At the Lord Mayor's request the Rev. S. M. Gollanez (father-in-law of 
the Head Master) said in Hebrew the grace before meals.

members were who were going over to the Hlambro Synagogue, As he received 
ho repry to his challenge he was inclined to think that the writer of the letter 
was a mentber of the Hambro Synagogue who was desirous of attaining his own 
ends in his own way. They hayt been advised to blend with the Hambro 
synagogue and attain resurrection elsewhere insteid of being: exterminated 
altogether. As faras he was concerned he would rather that the Synagogue, 
which was consecrated to the worship of God, sheuld be still upheld to that use. 
Others might suggest his views were somewhat sentimental and that the matter 
must be treated on a broad basis, be would adopt their views for the moment, 
There were several proposaisand suggestions put forward; that they should take 
up acentral position; that they should go extreme East and that they should 
go North-East. He did not know .amongst .tnose contending — claims, 
which they should support er comply with, but the one question he asked 
was what guarantee would thev have that the synagogue would be a greater 
success in any of those positions than it was now. They were answered tliat 
their guarantee would be that the site of their Synagogue would produce 
between two and three thousand pounds a year and that would endow and 
uphold a synagogue in any one of those localities. In other words, by almost 
viving the seats away, they would fill that Shool, and empty the Chevras. Was 
that to be their work 7 Was ti at the aim of the Council ? And did they supposa 
the Chevras would juletly acquiesce 1n this arrangement? If he could be accused 
of being sentimental in reference to their synagogue, in what frame of mind 
must the man be to imagine they could remove a synagogue to another quarter, 
They could remove the Scrolls of the Law, they could remove the seats, and 
the name, but not the care, the love and the forethought of those men who fifty- 
live years ago built and endowed the synagogue, which tiey watched with pride 
as it went up brick by brick, stone by stone, until it became the grandest Shool 
within the city gates. Ground was valuable in those days too, but was not con- 
sidered too expensive for Jews to worship their God on, even when situated 
nearest the heart of the greatest metropolis in the world. Now-a-days they 
prayed for the rebuilding of the temple on its old site, and pulled down their 
synagogues because the sites had grown valuable. ‘They had been asked to treat 
the matter ina different way; the matter-of-fact man accused them of having 
outlived their purpose and ot being a burden on the United Synagogue. He 
wonid make a few comparisons to ascertain whether that was true. It was 
nowW twenty-one vears since the United Synagogue was formed, and some seven 
or eight Shools had been admitted since its tormation, amonyst others the 
Central, Borough and North London, During the last ten vears the surpluses 
of the Central bad fallen to one half the amount, on the Borough there had 
been a nett loss of £350, and on the North London a loss of £552. The New 
Synagogue originally gave over £6300 for general purposes, and £9,765 to the 
Trust Funds, their interest in the West Ham Buriai Ground and in the Brady 
Street grounds and Almshouses, half share in the site of the Bayswater 
Synagogue, as well as the freehold in the New Synagogue estimated to be worth 
Daring their connection they had. deticiencies amounting to 
{12;¢, and surpluses to the extent of £4.22, or a profit to the United 
Synagogue of nearly £5.00). ‘What he wanted to know was why tbey 
shouid be asked to use the happy despatch on themselves or ask the 
Couneil to do so for them, until the Council had got rid of their newly acquired 
failures. Ile bad shown their claims to existence, and their mght was demon- 
strated in their desire to exist, and with that view he had brought his Scheme 
before them. Ile was not tied to bis own Scheme. and would support any other 
good Scheme, but any proposal to remove the synagogue would receive 
trom him strenuous OPPosition, The first portion of his proposals Was to 
abolish viferings, and the second had reference.to the re-arrangement of seat 
rentals, He did not think anyone would attempt to defend the system of 
offerings in Synagogues. They had failed to abolish it in the Poet’s Road 
Synagogue where a good minister was its advocate, as the system of taxation all 
round improperly took the burdens from.the richer to the poorer man’s 
shoulders, He only asked that the payments of each member during the last 
three years should be added together, and after the deduction of offerings on 
special occasions, thesum should be divided by three, the balance to be his Luture 
annual contribution to the synagogue. ‘lo convert donations into annual sub- 
scriptions was regularly done in societies, and why should it not be done 
in Synagogues’ Mr. Wartski concluded witha stirring appeal to the members 
to do ail that was possible Lo uphold the SVhagogzue which was bound up 
With some of their dearest and tenderest memories. 
. Mr. SAMUEL Moses M.A, seconded the Scheme. He said there could be no 
limmediate necessity for removing the New Synagogue, as the Hambro Synagogue 
had just been closed. He urged upoa them to give the Scheme a trial, but 
recommended that personal intluence on the part of the younger members should 
be used, to till the vacant seats. , 

Mr. 8S. FeELpMAN also supported the Scheme. 
3 Mr. M. Srepriiany in opposing the Scheme, said he did not see how its 
introduction was likely to better the position of the Synagogue. He took it 
that presuming the Scheme was adopted, it by no means followed that the mem- 
ves be taxed, A man might spend a guinea one 
. l Herings. Art nh vt be able or inclined to do so the next year, and 
would net submit to the humuliation of asking for a reduction in the seat 
cone. From much experience he could assure them that they could not find 
™) persons to taxe seats in an East End Synagogue from £5 10's. upwards, Of 


course they would be told that the higher priced seats would be taken bv 
members who intended to remain. 


| | _ It was impossible to expect that the present 
members would always retain their seats. Their best-paying seatholders were 
resident in Kilburn, St. John’s Wood and West Hampstead, They had 
twenty-seven living in West Hampstead, eight were doubttul, and the 
average payment was Lf 2s. 2d. The next highest were ten living In 
the Strand and W,.C. district, one of whom was doubtful, and the 
average payment As. Clapham and Brixton,.. eight, one doubtful 
average Ivs. Id.; Hackney, Dalston and Islington, forty-nine. nine 
doubtful, average £4 16s, 2d. In their immediate neighbourhood 
which he understood to be the City, Spitalfields and Shoreditch they had 
‘) members, two were doubtful, aad they were paying the lowest average 
43 1338, 4d. In the surrounding neighbourhood going eastward from Mile End and 
Whitechapel to Stratford they had 104, only twelve of whom were doubtful 


and paying about £4 5s., the lowest being £3 1ds, Yd, They would gather from | 


these figures that members who lived outside the city and surrounding 
neighbourhoods were able to pay and did pay a much higher average than 
those who lived in the immediate vicinity. Ile was told that next vear £159 
more would be lost, and it was a further and more serious question as to 
how long the “doubtful’ members would remain seatholders, The 
(ambro Synagogue was about to be rebuilt further East, therefore jt 
was a bad look-out for the New Synagogue as regards those members 
living nearer Mile End than Great St. Helens. As he had shown them. 
they paid the smallest average, and it was only veasonable to expect 
they would. join that New Synagogue which would be nearer and whiere 
he seat rentals would be cheaper. It was discouraging tocome to the New 
Synagogue ou Sabbath. He was positive that on many Sabbaths they could not 
make with their own members, and it was a disgrace. They could not 
worship bricks and mortar. Owing tot he distance, it wasonly on the high festivals 
that the members attended synagogue. Touching upon the Scheme he very 
much doubted whether the United Synagogue would sanction the reduction of 
the seat rentals. and thereby encourage a turther deficit. Last year they showed 
» deficieney of C154. The migration of those living in the city: was continually 
going on and he thought that rather than share the fate of the Hambro 
svnagowue, something ougtit Lo be done to remove the sVhapyogue toa place 
where a synagogue 1s wanted,—( Applause) —where there Was a likelihood of 
yetting a eonur vation, not once or twice a year, but every Sabbath. Even the 
founders of the New Synagogue did not always live in the city, but finding that 
4 synagogue was required in Bayswater, they built another there. He would 
like to say that the smaller Chevras, situated as they were, were a disgrace to 
Judaism, and no possible good could result trom them, and it was a fact that a 
member of a Chevra paid more than if he belonged to the United Synagogue, 
He proposed the following amendment: “That a letter be addressed to Mr, 
Philip (irnstien. secretary to the Council of the United Svnagogue, asking 
the Honorary Officers of the United Synagogue to confer with a Committee 
of the New Synagogue concerning the terms on which a Scheme might be 
based for the closing of the New Synagogue and its removal to a situation 
hereafter. to be determined, in connection with the New East End Scheme 
contemplated by the Umited Synagogue.” 

Mr. Hexnry Barnery said that, although as a member of the Board of 
Management he had agreed to the scheme, he now felt 1t consistent with his 
duty to oppose it. Since the scheme had been considered no less than fifty 
members had sent in their resignations. According to Mr. Wartski's scheme, 
even though every seat in the synagogue was let, there would still be an annual 
deticit of £300. He was sorry that an amendment had been moved for the 
removal of the synagogue, but if by sO doing they were placed on a surer foot- 
ing, it were better that all sentiment should be put on one side, 

Mr. N. ZErrERT supported the scheme. 

Mr. G. Tack could not support either the scheme or the amendment, but 
was in favour of continuing as before. 

Messrs. L, Lesser, D, H. Jacons and IL. Scuonrat supported the amend- 
ment. 

Mr. S. Moses laid special emphasis on the circumstance that though he 
seconded the proposal to adopt Mr. Wartski’s scheme he did so on the express 
eondition that it should first be modified in such a way that the inclusive income 
from the seat rentals, etc., should show a substantial surplus over last year's 
expenditure. He said that if this condition was not fulfilled he would not give 
his support to the scheme. 

Mr. M. Steruany said that if the amendment was-‘carried it would be fora 
Committee, to consist of five members, of the New Synagogue, to make terms 
with the United Synagogue as to the conditions.tor the removal of the 
synagogue. 

Mr, Wanrrski, in reply, said he had to congratulate the opposition on its 
leader. He had listened attentively to all that bad been said, but it was quite 
evident that the extent of his defence for the Shool remaining on its present site 
had neither been contemplated or provided for. He did not think Mr. Stephany 
was quite serious in his opposition or his case was a weak one when he found it 
necessary to cavilat new incoming members taking old seats at lower prices ; 
what dog-in-the-manger policy was this. Again, he (Mr. Stephany) asked what 
guarantee had they that the members would keep up their payments. What 
yuarantee did any Shool under any system possess ’. There was such a thing as 
good faith, (although pledged words had been brokenand two years’ work insti- 
gated by others was being cast aside) and he did not desnair of finding 1t in the 
New Synagogue. Figures had been prepared for use of an organised opposition 
with which he was suddenly confronted, He did not wish to throw suspicion on 
them, God forbid he should do so; but as his statistics were taken from printed 
books, he was entitled to go into those of his opponents and examine the different 
interpretation they might be open to. Much had been made of the needs of other 
districts. What was to be said of the needs of the members attending here. If 
one half that aas stated were correct then the Shool should have been emptied 
years since, instead of which members were crowded out during the Holidays by 
persons taking temporary seats, who under the new system could be made 
permanent paying members. ‘They had sustained losses under peculiar circum- 
stances that ought never to have occurred, but they would yet recover their old 
position, He did not desire to say one unkind or improper word to those who 
had deserted him. He had but to ery the Shool in danger and his friends 
opposite would learn what opposition meant. 

On the amendment being put to the meeting it was found that the votes 
were 3Soneach side, upon which the teller, Mr. 8S. Cohen, son of the Rev. I. Cohen, 
gave his vote for the amendment. A scene of the utmost enthusiasm and 
excitement then ensued, and in endeavouring to throw oil on the troubled 
waters, 

The Rev. I. Conen said that they owed their best thanks to Mr. Wartski 
for the work and disinterested enthusiasm he had thrown into his scheme. He 
had worked with him and therefore knew what labour he had undergone. Setting 
apart the pleasurable official career he had passed in their service, he was one of the 
oldest associations now left in connection with the New Synagogue. His family 
had been contributors to it during five generations. A great deal of senti- 
ment had been introduced into the question of removing the Synagogue, but 
according to Jewish theology there was not the slightest objection to removing 
a Synagogue provided another was erected in its stead. The present West 
London Synagogue was started in Burton Crescent, removed to Margaret 
Street, and now occupied a proud position in Berkeley Street, The Portuguese 
Synagogue was erected in 1600, and in the year 1701 it was removed to its present 
site. Their New Synagogue was founded in 1760 at Sussex Hall, Leadenhall 
Street; in 1837 it was demolished as a synagogue and removed to Great St. 
Helens. The crime of removing a synagogue to where it would prosper was 
not a very serious one so far as Jewish Law was concerned, and he was con- 
vinced that they would find Mr. Wartski one of the staunchest supporters of 
the amendment if it was explained to him that they were doing only that which 
was best for the synagogue. 

The CHAIRMAN then adjourned the meeting for fourteen days, when the 
amendment will be brought up as a substantive motion.

BOARD OF DEPUTIES. 


The monthly meeting of the Board of Deputies was held on Sunday at 
the Vestry Room of the Bayswater Synagogue. There were present: Mr. 
ARTHUR COHEN, Q.C., President, inthe Chair. Dr. M. Friedliinder, Messrs. 8. V. 
Abraham, D. L. Alexander, Q.C., B. Barnett, B. Birnbaum, James Castello, M. 
Castello, B. L. Cohen, M.P., J. A. Cohen, E. A. Franklin, Henry Harris, Samuel 
Montagu, M.P., 8. Myer, H. Sylvester Samuel, 1. Sandheim, E. P. Vallentine, B. 
Weigel, S. Wharman., 

The and SECRETARY read the letter, published in the 
Chronicle of the 11th inst., from Lord Rosebery to Lord Rothschild with refer- 
ence to the agitation in Switzerland against the Shechita. 

Mr. S. Monrace, M.P., said that as President of the Shechita Board he 
naturally sympathised to a considerable degree with the Jews in Switzerland 
in the attack made on the Jewish system of slaughtering animals, .and he 
believed the Board of Deputies would be willing to assist them by all the 
means in its power in the emergency. Lt was strange that the agitation should 
have arisen ina country where, through cruelty, the chamois had become almost 
extinet. He had read the discussion which had taken place on the subject 
at a meeting of the Anglo-Jewish Association : it showed the disad- 
vantage of two bodies meddling with the same’ subject and claiming to 
speak on behalf of the Jews. He had had some correspondence with Mr. M. 
Van Thal, Investigating Officer of the Board of Shechita, with reference to 
remarks made by Sir Julian Goldsmid, President of the Anglo-Jewish Associa- 
tion, as to the treatment of animalsin London prior to slaughter ; Mr. Van Thal 
had assured him that the casting did not take half a minute. The Shechita Board 
had for many years past tried to etfect improvements in the Gasting, but 
the difficulty was that English oxen were more unruly than foreign beasts ; 
hence what was possible in the continent could not be done here. He thought, 
therefore, that it was an error of judgment for persons unacquainted with the 
system of slaughtering to comment on the Jewish mode. As to the agitation 
on the Continent he felt sure that if it spread, the movement would again break 
outin England. 

Mr. b. L. Coury, M.P., said that the Jews should take their stand on the 
ar pepe that no charge could be maintained against the Jewish practice of 

ling animals, 

Mr. Evtis A’ FRaNKLIN pointed out that in tne actual slaughtering no 
change was possible. 

A lengthy discussion ensued as to the action which should be taken by the 
Board to défend the Jews in Switzerland. A suggestion was made that. the 
opinions of experts in this country should be obtained as to the humanity of 
the Siechita, but it was pointed out by other speakers that according to 
statements made at the Anglo-Jewish Association the Swiss Jews’ were in 
possession of all the opinions of the most emineni pathologists in the world, 
Dr. FrRIEDLANDER advised that it might nevertheless be of advantage to obtain 
a favorable expression of opinion from the Society for the Prevention of 
Cruelty to Animals, for the agitation in Switzerland was ostensibly carried on 
by the sister institution in that country. 

Mr. B. L. Comex, M.P. moved, and Mr. 8. Montact, M.P. seconded a 
resolution embodying the various suggestions made, which after being several 
times modified, was adopted in the following form: That a letter be addressed 
to the Foreign Office intorming Lord Rosebery that this Board has had under 
consideration his Lordship’s letter of the 10th October to Lord Rothschild which 
his Lordship had been good enough to forward to this Board. That this Board 
has the highest scientitic authority for believing that the Jewish mode of 
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. slaughtering is both more humane and more sanitary than any other system, and 


they will be prepared to render any assistance in their power in case the co- 
operation of this Board may become requisite. 

lt was further resolved to send copies of the foregoing resolution to Lord 
Rothschild and the Anglo-Jewish Association. - The meeting previously rejected 
a motion proposed by Mr. B. BirNuaum, that the letter to the Foreign Office 
should not be sent without the previous assent of Lord Rothschild, who 
might view the communication from Lord Rosebery to himself as of an unofficial 
character. 

The Soticiror and SECRETARY reported that through the action of the 
Board, and primarily of the Rev. I. Aarons, of Wolverhampton, the difficulty 
created in respect to Jewish Board School teachers in that town had been 
satisfactorily arranged. The local Board had resolved to ignore the resignation 
of the teacher who had absented herself on the sacred days of the recent Jewish 
festivals, and it was understood that in future Jewish teachers would be granted 
leave of absence on those occasions, The teachers in question had also been 
specially examined on a day other than the Saturday when the teachers’ exam.- 
nation was held, 

Mr. 8. WHarman and Mr. E. P. VALLENTINE having given similar informa- 
tion, a vote of thanks was passed to Mr, Aarons for his services. 

Mr. B. Barnerr informed the Board that Jewish Board School teachers in 
Hull were subjected to a similar disability. At his request the Solicitor and 
Secretary was instructed to place himself in communication with the Hull School 
Board authorities. 

The half-yearly Balance Sheet and Assessment of Expenditure were received 
and adopted. Owing to the increase in the number of deputies, the assessment 
on the congregations represented at the Board will be £4 s, 2d. each deputy, 
instead of £4 12s. td., the amount for the corresponding period in 18"1. 

The PresIDENT was authorised to certify for the first time, in the person of 
Mr. Marks Goldstein, a Registrar of Marriages for the Boston Hebrew Con- 
gregation. 

The appointment of Mr. Abraham Prins as Marriage Registrar for the Spital 
Square Synagogue was reported to the Board. 

A letter received by Mr. Montagu from Mr. Reuben Elmaleh, of Mogador, 
relating to floggings of Jews at Morocco City, was referred to the Conjoint 
Committee of the Board and the Anglo-Jewish Association. —

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THE COLONISATION 


A public meeting of the Chovevi Zion Association was held on Saturday 
evening last at the Jewish Working Men's Club, Great Ale Street. Mr. 
SamMvcEL Montacu, M.P. presided. There was a very large attendance, and a 
distinguishing feature was the presence of an unusually large number of ladies, 
Mr. J. Prac read a letter that he had received from Mr. Hall Caine, who 
wrote: “ Your excellent Secretary will no doubt tell you that I have already 
written to him to Say that partly by reason of pressure of oc ‘upnation and partly 
because I hope to address the Jewish Working Men's Club on Sunday 11th 
December, Lam compelled to deny myself the pleasure of being with you at 
your meeting this evening. The invitation you have so kindly given me offers 
me, however, the opportunity of Saying how deeply sympathise with all hope- 
fu ‘ tlorts to improve the eondition of the humbler Jewish people (especially the 
tussian Jewish people) by meansof emigration. Certainitisthatin the cities of the 
Pale where the Jews of Russia are now crowded together they cannot long con- 
tinue tolive with safety to their lives, their character or the material welfare of 
their nation. The scheme for the Colonisation of Palestine appeals profoundly 
to my imagination, but not vet, | fear, so strongly tO my sense of what is 
practical, In Germany I heard that the thirty colonies were not very prosperous, 
and that the Jewish people in Jerusalem were often suffering want. Before many 
months have passed, I trust I may, God willing, be able to form an opinion on 
these points for myself by direct personal observation. Meantime, I gather 
that much can be done towards improving the prospects of the Jewish colonies 
by obtaining concessions from the Sultan, and therein your meeting to-night has 
my very earnest sympathy. One thing during my recent travels touched me 
deeply, and it was this: Wherever [ went in Poland, in Russia, in Galicia, 
among the simple people of Israel, the old hope still burned lke a lasting fire, 
the hope ota dav that was coming, and was now very near, when the children 
of Judah should be gathered back to the Holy Land that 1s wrapped up with the 
traditions of their fathers.’—( Loud Applause). 

Mr. M.P., said that be had willingly accepted Mr. Prag’s 
invitation to preside at their meeting although there had been some misunderstand- 
ing about the date, and he engaged himself elsewhere, but he came there as he 
considered that to be the more important cf the two engagements. There was 
a slight explanation due from him as to the position he held in regard to the 
Colonization of Palestine. He had-fullsympathy with theiobjects they hadin view, 
and he would yield to no one in appreciative regard for the Holy Land. Nothing 
would delight him more than to know that a multitude of Jews were happy 
and prosperous cultivating the soil of Palestine, and endeavouring to make that 
land flow again with milk and honey as in former times. ‘There were very few 
asylums in the world for their persecuted Russian brethren, and they were not 
very welcome anywhere, particularly in this overgrown city and crowded country. 
The principal causes were that their number wasso great and that they were so long 
in becoming Anglicised, in learning the language and the customs and habits of 
the country in which they lived. Their number was certainly very large in that 
particular district, but it was their destiny ever since the expulsion from Pales- 
tine that the Jews should be scattered all over the world, and they 
should be also scattered in towns; but in reference to the acquisition 
of English he was glad to know that there had ‘recently been ceta- 
blished classes under the auspices of the Russo-Jewish Committee for 
adults to learn the English language. He hoped that they would take 
every advantage of the facilities thus offered to them. Another reason why the 
Russian Jews are not welcomed in London was because they crowded the trades 
that were already full to overtlowing. Although he placed those unwelcome 
facts before them, he was full of sympathy for the Russian Jews, and he 
detested the Russian Rulerand the Russian Government that treated the Jews 
so shamefully. ‘There was no doubt that a vast number of the Jews in Russia 
had more right to live there than the Russians themselves. He had read in Mr. 
Harold Frederics “;The New Exodus” that the Jews were resident in the 
country long before it was conquered by Russia, and even in some parts before 
the Christian era. He recommended them all to read Mr. Harold Frederic’s 
book, which he understood could be obtained at the Club Library and at the 
Whitechapel Free Library. He thought they were allagreed that the best solution 
of the Russian trouble was inthe cultivation of the land. Whether the soil was in 
North or South America, or whether in Palestine, there was no doubt that 
the Jews in tollowing agricultural pursuits would not cause jealousy nor 
be likely to create dissatisfaction. He was able to testify to the Russian 
Jews being capable of physical work. He had in Russia seen the streets being 
paved and the most arduous labour undertaken by Jews. They were not only good 
workers but good soldiers. In the Russian Army Jews were more numerous even 
than their numbers warranted. The deaths of the Jewish boys not being 
registered,owing to the wilful acts of the officials, the Jews in Russia are com- 
peiled to produce young men as soldiers according to the number of births regis- 
tered, It they had men experienced in warfare, they would prove admirable 
defenders of the colonists in the Holy Land, serving either as soldiers or as 
police. Having enumerated all the advantages they possessed in regard to 
colonisation, 1t was his duty to point out the difficulties that surrounded 
them. It was not sufficient that the Jews should be hard workers capable of 
undertaking manual labour, they required agricultural training. The chief diffi- 
culty, however, was the hostile attitude taken’ up towards the Jews by the 
Turkish Government who would not allow them in any numbers to emigrate to 
the land of their fathers. Until that difficulty was overcome, they did not se 
how they could undertzke much, He considered that by admitting Jews into 
their country, the Turkish Government would acquire good and useful subjects 
such as would strengthen them against Russian aggression. The Turkish finances 
would be improved, because the loans that were refused to Russia might well be 
advanced to Turkey, andhe thought a great mistake would be made if the 
‘Turkish Government did not atford every facility for the colonisation of their 
Empire. They would remember that some time ago a meeting, over which he 
presided, was held at the Great Assembly Hall, Mile End. That was, he 
beheved, the largest meeting of Jews ever held in the United Kingdom. 
At that meeting it was decided to draw up a petition to the Turkish 
Government to give facilities for the colonisation of Palestine. Untor- 
tunately they did not receive a favourable reply to their request, 
nevertheless it might do much in proving to the world that “ Chovevi 
Zion’ was not an idle dream, but a practical proposal by earnest and 
practical men.—(Cheers). They made one great mistake with that petition. 
They askedfor too much ; they asked that all the Jews should be admitted 
indiscriminately ; those who were fitted and those who were not fitted. That. 
however, was not their present intention ; they wanted to consider a proposal 
for a much more moderate petition to be sent direct to the Turkish Govern- 
ment. They wanted permission to send able-bodied Jews only. and that they 
should have freedom trom taxation for seven years until their Society should 
beeome consolidated. If success attended that effort. the privilege might be 
extended to other Jews. Most of them knew the saying that “ it was better 
to live under Ishmael than under Esau,’ It was better to live under the Arabs 
than under the Russians. He hoped that success would attend the 
petition, and that it would impart new life and vigour to their Society ; 
and thatan asylum would be found for their afflicted brethren who were in the 
house of bondage,—a house of bondage which enslaved the mind as well as the 
body, and which was far worse than the slavery in Egypt.—(Loud applause). 

Dr. 8. A. Hirscit moved the following resolution: “ That this meetin

HAMPSTEAD PERSONAL SERVICE GUILD. 
—p— 

At a meeting held last Monday evening at ‘), 
tev. Morris Joseph in the chair, the following Report was _ presented 
to the members :—In presenting the first Report of the operations of 
the Hampstead Personal Service Guild, we venture to express the’ belief 
that despite the short time the Guild has been established it has done 
good work. It is hoped that an account of the successful efforts made by the 
Guild to relieve poverty and suffering may spur the members to increased 
activity in the future. The Guild—the first Guild of the kind in the 
community—was established as the result of a sermon delivered by the 
Rev. Morris: Joseph, at the Hampstead Sabbath Afternoon Service, on 
the 14th November, 181. It was formally constituted at a meeting held 
on the 30th of that month at 9, Canfield Gardens, and 51) members were 
enrolled, Of these 57 volunteered as active members, the remaining li as 
occasional helpers. At the meeting rules for the government of the Guild and 
a list of branches of work to be attempted were drawn up. 

In organising the Guild three leading ideas were kept in view. The first 
was that the members should give personal service and not attempt to do 
benevolent work vicariously ; the second was that each member snould be 
encouraged to choose that particular branch of work which he or she should 
consider most congenial ; the third that the members should not attempt more 
work than they felt they could do thoroughly. The work was distributed 
among the members at a meeting held on the 2!Ist December, and was carried 
on steadily during the winter and spring. 

The following particulars will give.an idea of the operations of the Guild. 
Three Institutions, viz., the Hand-in-Hand Institution, the Jewish Home 
and the Brompton Hospital, have been regularly visited and the inmates read 
to and amused, A poor blind man and two friendless women have been visited 
and read to; a crippled child and a semi-paralysed girl have been taught 
to read ; several sick persons have been cheered by sympathetic visits. Clothing 
has been made, and given to destitute cases and to persons requiring suitable 
clothing in order to obtain employment. Three children, two boys and one girl, 
have beenapprenticed, two of them through the Jewish Board of Guardians. One 
man, who with his family, was living on charity, has been set up in business, and 
the case so watched that the man is now maintaining himself and family. Ino 
several other cases, one of them the case of a Christian, employment has been 
found for men and women, and they and their families raised trom pauperism 
In all these instances it has been found that if good 
is to be effected judicious advice and friendly interest are essential. (ne 
of our members in the summer invited eight poor people to tea in her own 
house, received .and treated them as if they were her own immediate friends, 
and made the day, as one of the poor guests wrote to the Honorary Secretary, 
“one of happiness, never to be forgotten.” We earnestly trust that next 
summer many of our members will take this mearis of giving pleasure to their 
pee brothers and sisters. The beneficial results of such closer intercourse 

etween the East and West can scarcely be exaggerated. Dr. Lawrence Barnett, 
one of our members, kindly gives his services honorarily in cases where medica! 
advice 1s required. Our Guild cannot have injured the finances of any other 
organisation, as we have not called upon our members for any subscriptions. 
Our total working expenses during the year have only been £2 Ils. &d., the 
smallness of the amount being partly due to the kindnessof Mr. A. Lindo Henry, 
one of our members, who did the preliminary printing gratuitously. 

The rule requiring that the members should regard as personal friends 
those to be benefited has proved a salutary one, and has justified itself 
by the success that has been achieved. Viewing the results of our first year's 
work, we feel that we are acting on the right lines. By loving thought and 
kindly deeds our members have truly befriended those who sorely needed 
afriend. It only remains to express the hope that the members of the Guild 
will not relax their efforts, but that the coming season will show still happier 
results than those recorded in this Report.—FRaNcres A. Joservit, Hon, Sec,

EAST LONDON MISSIONARY WORK.

The Rev. A. Green preached in the Hampstead Synagogue on Saturday 

from the text, * And Esau said unto his father, hast thou but one blessing, my 
father? Bless me, even me also, my father.’ And Esan lifted up his voice 
and wept.” Mr. Green said that that picture had been presented in every age 
and was before us at this moment. There were, standing in the presence of 
their common father, the two brothers, the rich and the poor, the one favoured 
witha double portion of blessing, the other destined to serve his more fortunate 
bre ther. Jacob could no more help his position than could Esau, but the more 
refined and cultivated of the two learned that there existed in the heart of his 
untamed brother a capacity for a great strong love. Wecan and must do much 
for this our less fortunate brother, .we must win for ourselves and direct 
heavenward the love of which he is capable. Mr. (sreen pleaded for the 
Women’s Guild which had, as part of its work, resolved to accompany him in 
the visitation Of the district assigned to him in East London. He drew a 
graphic picture of the misery existing in the East End, and held that the benefit 
of the work would react upon those who did it, for it would teach them, 
perhaps better than they knew now, how happy was their own lot. They would 
grow to be ashamed of their own petty domestic worries when they came face 
to face with the gaunt trouble in East London. Concluding, Mr. Green said, 
* This work lies very near to my heart. I know the East ot London. I was 
born there, was there brought up, and there was always taught to look with» 
ity upon the burdens of my brethren. What I have seen and what I have 
tes Boe have left an impression upon my mind so deep that ever since | have 
realised what are the magnificent opportunities of a Jewish minister I have 
looked forward to work in the metropolis as affording occasion to help a little 
in the great labour of love that grows for us day by day. Lam deeply gratetul 
that my sphere of labour has proved to be among those who are prepared to 
give to the darling child of my desiresuch ready assistance. We cannot do all 
the good that is to be done, but we will try to do our share and our duty, Our 
motto will be * Work and Pray’—pray here to God in this holy house, work 
when away from here to reconcile our poorer friends to their lot and to ours,, 
in such a spirit that wherever we ga, shall be felt,‘ surely this is a house of God, 
and this is the gate of Heaven,’ ”’ 
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SIR PHILIP MAGNUS ON THE ANGLO-JEWISH 
ASSOCIATION. 


The annual meeting of the Manchester Branch 
Association was held on Sunday at the Jews’ School. Derby Street. Mr. E. M. 
HENRIQUES, J.P., President, occupied the chair. Sir Philip Magnus and the 
Rev. A. Lowy attended by invitation to represent the Parent Counc] in London. 

The PREsipeN?T devoted his address mainly to a review of the work of the 
Anglo-Jewish Association during the past year. He dwelt especially on the 
continued persecutions in Russia and Roumania—incidentally mentioning as 
regards the results of Russian oppression, that as far as Manchester was con- 
cerned Jewish pauper immigration had for the past twelve months been 
practically »//—and on the recent action taken by the Association in regard to 
the threatened massacre of Jews in Teheran. These various matters, as well 
as educational topics touched upon by Mr. Henriques, bave already been fully 
dealt with in the Jewish Chronic! In conclusion, Mr. Henriques said: How- 
ever feeble may be my advocacy of the Anglo-J ewish Association, its work must 
commend itself to every thinking Israelite. Our device is the clasped hands, 
beneath the sacred table of the Law; we hold out the hand of brotherhood to 
the poor and persecuted of our race wherever they may dwell. We endeavour 
to enlist the syinpathies of every civilised nation for the victims of intolerance 
and oppression, We endeavour to spread the price less blessings of education 
to thousands of children throughout the East, and to create for them a future 
of happiness and independence. The task, [grant, may be imperfectly performed 
but the work is worthy of the century in which we live, worthy of our ancient 
race, Whose proud heritage it is to be the living witnesses of those truths which 
ure the foundation of all the religions of the civilise l world, ( Loud cheers, ) 

The Rev. L. M. Siuwons, LL.B... the Hon. Secretary. submitted the Report, 
and Mr, ScHLESINGER, ‘Treasurer, the Balance Sheet, 

Sir Puitir MaGNus, in moving the adoption of the Report and Balance 
Sheet, said: The fundamental idea underlying the existence of the Anglo- 
Jewish Association is the Unity of Israel. This idea of Unity isthe watchword 
of our organisation, [t is the watchword of our Religion and of our Race. It 
may not be uninteresting to inquire, what is the meaning of this one word “MN, 
which appears on the front of our Report and appeals so strongly to all Israelites. 
As a mere sentiment, it is a beautiful idea that, scattered as we are in all parts 
of the earth, citizens of every civilized country, colonists in all new lands, we 
are still united by ties of race, by community of thought and identity of hope. 
The Jews of different lands appear to differ as much as citizens of other creeds, 
W hat, then, is the significance of this Unity in diversity which the phenomenon 
of Jewish life presents? To what extent are Jews really bound together by 
these ties ’ These are important questions which thie supporters of this Asso- 
ciation should be prepared to answer, for they affect our social and civic 
status in the land in which we live. Moreover, there are not wanting those 
who affirm that this bond in so far as it draws us together by community of 
thought separates us from active co-operation with our fellow-countrymen. and 
that the greater the force of cohesion uniting us, the less capable are we for the 
discharge of our full duties as citizens. Well, is thisso? I think not, and ] 
certainly should not stand here to urge upon you the claims of our Association 
if it were so. Indeed experience proves the contrary, for it shows that there 


of the Anglo-Jewish 


are no more loyal citizens than Jews,—none whose interests are more 
keenly identified with the welfare of their adopted country. Whether 
in trade, in politics, in literature. or in art, Jews compete with one 


another, as they do with their fellow-citizens of other créeds, and they 
are equally jealous of the honour and dignity ot their native country, 
In all that relates to the material prosperity of their country, the Jews of Eng- 
land, France or Germany-have no interests apart from those of their fellow- 
countrymen. Against the laws which may aifect the relations between a people and 
their rulers, Jews may raise their voice as Englishmen but not as Jews; but 
against exceptional laws enacted to oppress,to degrade, or possibly to exterminate 
any section of the Jewish people, or to prevent their observance of their religion, 
Jews are not only justified but bound to protest, and to bring to bear in 
their defence every -influence at their disposal. It is for the protection of 
their religious as distinct from their material interests that the Jews of 
different countries form a common brotherhood. _ And it is for the furtherance 
of these interests that this Association exists. And if you would go behind 
this object, and ask why do we do this, why are we actuated by the desire to 
protect one another in the observance of our religion, | answer, because ail 
persecution for the sake of religion is contrary to the eternal principles of 
justice, and further because we cling to the belief that scattered among the 
nations of the earth we have still distinct duties to discharge, and to this end we 
must maintain the unity of our race and the traditions of our faith till such 
time as we shall have accomplished our civilising mission. And this is the idea, 
imperfectly expressed, which seems to me to underlie our Anglo-Jewish 
Association. Our object is the maintenance of Judaism with a view to the 
realisation of its civilising mission. ‘To etfect this object, we bind ourselves 
together in a common brotherhood, and like knights of old. we go to the rescue 
of our Judaism with such weapons as we have at our command, wherever in 
the persons of our brethren, or in the principles they profess, it 1s cruelly and 
wantonly attacked. What then are the duties which the furtherance of this 
object involves ; and what are the means we employ’ We try first to prevent 
persecution, and secone .o raise the status of our people in countries where 
persecution has resulted in lowering that status. Protection and education are 
our two functions. We protect that we may be able to educate ; we educate 
that we may be better able to protect. The Shield and the Book are our 
weapons ; in protecting and in educating, the Association finds its occupation and 
its sphere of usefulness. One would think that in this last decade of the litth 
century religious persecution would have ceased, but unhappily it is not so. 
Even so recently as last month, in the enlightened city of London, an attempt 
was made to prevent a man eminently qualified to occupy the position of Chief 
Magistrate from assuming the reins of office, because he refused to contorm to 
a practice which he alleged was contrary and opposed to hisreligious convictions, 
When bigotry of this kind is found in the metropolis of the world. we cannot 
be surprised, how pained so ever we may be, to meet with indications of the 
same spirit, even in the most civilised countries of Europe. The Judenhetze is 
only another form of it. And to the same cause must be ascribed the attempts 
that have recently been and are still being made to prevent, under the plea of 
cruelty, animals from being slaughtered according to Jewish ritual. If the 
scientific experts of Saxony and Switzerland were able to prove that there are 
other ways more humane than those practised by Jews of killing animals for 
food. it would be the duty of the Jews, in accordance with the spirit of their laws, 
to seriously consider their present practice. But so far, the bulk of expert 
evidence is in favour of the Jewish method: and the agitation is known to be 
due to a fanatical opposition to the religion of the Jews rather than to any 
newly awakened consideration for the feelings of ammals, In Roumania the 
oppressive laws directed against the Jews are still in force, and although they 
are avowedly framed against “aliens and not against any particular religion, 
the difficulties that are raised in the way of the naturalization of Jews leave no 
doubt as to the spirit and intention of these laws. In many countries outside 
Europe, religious bigotry is still rampant, and all the viglance of the .\ssociation 
is needed to prevent, at times, acts of oppression, affecting not only the 
religious liberty but the very lives of the Jewish inhabitants. Our reports give 
full details of these persecutions and of the remedial means which the 
Association has adopted, Fortunately, some of these eppressing and semi- 


barbarous countries are amenable ‘to the influence of th enlightened public 
opinion of civilised countries; and the remonstrane f our Foreign Office,

life of a Jewish dog.” 


“Soifa Jew becomes obnoxious to a Moor he generally has him murdered. 
If a fuas is made, or if the Jew is protected by a foreign power, or has friends 
protected by a foreign power, the instigator of the murder generally pays about 
ten pounds blood-money, and the whole matter is hushed up.

Cresse fil Cresse was an important man in his generation, but Abraham 
Mazun is unknown. Cresse possessed property also in Milk Street. Whether 
this Cresse was known bv the name of Cressy Grugan, I am not ina position 
to maintain, butit appears like it. The Close Roll of 1255 contains an entry to 
the effect that “the house in Wudestrete, which belonged to Cressy Grugan, 
now passes into the hands ot Fortunatus of Lucca.” In the course of time, It 
must have reverted to the tormer owner. 

Grugan, a curious name, isa Kinnui, or @a/ias for Samuel An Abraham fil 
Grugan is tound in the records, living in London anno 1274. He 1s more 
frequently cited as Abraham Grugan and Grougan. In 1276 he was confined in 
the Tower of London, but was bailed out by two London friends, Mendant the 
Tratiur and Bateman fil Cresse. 

With regard to the Cemetery, it was a communal possession, towards whose 
maintenance all and sundry were required to subscribe by assessment ; and the 
Rabbonim had the power of excommunicating all defaulters, It was likewise 
upheld by voluntary contributions. According to the fashion of the times, 
persons Who entered into contracts bound themselves to pay a stated fine“ to 
the King, Queen. or to a communal institution, in the event of their breaking 
their bargains. Hvidenee of this is to be found in the Shetaroth, One pro- 
vineial binds himself to pay a tine to the “ London Jewish Cemetery here 
indicated, and another promises a contribution to the “ London Jewish Hospital.

[If deaths in London from cholera had been in thes same proportion, they would 
have amounted to between 7,000 and 8,000 daily, This will give your readers 
an idea of the havoc the epidemic made. at Lublin. During the months of 
August and September there died in all about 2.500 inhabitants (1 atm giving the 
lowest figure furnished to me), ¢.¢., 1 in every lof the population. In reality the 
average among tliose who were struck down was considerably higher, for the 
disease almost exclusively attacked one portion of the town and a Certain clitss 
of its inhabitants. 

Lublin passes in Poland for a handsome town, and undoubtedly it is not 
unworthy of its reputation. As the formal legal capital, it retains certain vestiges 
of its ancient splendour, ‘These are however only to be seen in the upper town, 
where reside the Christians and a number of well-to-do Jews. The bulk of the 
Jewish population inhabits the lower town, the old ghetto, the gates of which 
were opened as recently as 1805. The situation of the lower town gave the 
cholera but too fruitful a scope for its ravages. Of the total number of deaths no 
more than one-tenth occurred in the upper town ; this would vive for the 15,000 
residents in the lower town the frightful proportion of one death in six. 

1 must so far render justice to the authorities as to state that from the very 
firsu they adopted the most. energetic precautions. But by a species. of sorcery 
which no one can detine, these measures recoiled against the very persons whom 
they were designed to protect. In vain have I attenipted to penetrate the mystery. 
In official circles every one admits that the measures taken were insane and 
caleulated to accentuate rather than diminish the danger. But every one also 
declares that these precautions were based on “ orders from a very high quarter,’ 
which could not be disobeyed. In my opinion, there must have been, as is so 
often the case in this country, a want of harmony between the superior and the 
inferior authorities. One set gave orders without exactly knowing the situation, 
the other executed them to the letter witha tierce zeal, and above all, with a degree 
of obstinacy which here prevails to a prodigious extent and does not permit of 
any alteration in decrees issued from high quarters. Add to all this that the 
superior authorities were no doubt kept in the most profound ignorance, and that 
their subordinates were only dealing with poor Jews, who are accustomed to 
suffer without complaining. 7 

The following is the mode of procedure adopted in Lublin,.As soon asa 
death from cholera was reported, the police entered the house and expelled all 
the inmates, without permitting them to take away a change of linen or upper 
garments. Seals were placed on the doors of the house, and on no pretext were 
thefinmates allowed to re-enter it. What became of these poor people ? At some 
distance from the town were erected large wooden huts, with planks badly joined 
and insufficiently protected against inclement weather.

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POOR JEWS’ TEMPORARY 


SHELTER. 


In anticipation of the annual meeting to be held on Sunday next, the Com- 
mittee of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter have issued the seventh annual 
report, which, containing, as it does, exhaustive tabular statistics brought up to 
October 31st, has been published with commendable promptitude. The Report 
points out that by the arrangements instituted by the Shelter during the 
latter portion of IS!1, immigrants are no longer the prey of the “ loafer” and 
“crimp”: allare now brought direct to the 
respective addresses in this country, those not so provided are temporarily housed 
in the Shelter. an . with as little delay is possible, forwarded to their destinations 
beyond the seas, any small deticienciesin their passage-money being made good, 
thus saving many from pauperism or falling into the hands of the sweater. 
During the past vear 1.548 inmates passed throug! the institution, as compared 
with 2.021 in the previous year. The statistical details appended to the report 
demonstrate conclusively the groundlessness of the assumption that Jewish 
lmmisrants are either paupers or remain in any large numbers in this country. In 
the course of the laat seven years the character of Jewish immigration has under- 
gone vast changes for the better. The proportion of the aged, the intirm, and 
those without any trade or calling is now trifling, whilst it is generally recog- 
nised by the immigrants that the best opportunity for their industry is afforded 
to them in America and the Colonies. 

The ages of the inmates show that over two-thirds of them are between 18 
and $0, and that thirteen-fifteenths are between 18 and 4), and only oo are 
above Oo vears of age. Few of the immigrants are destitute of a trade by 
which te gain a livelihood in their new homes. The average number of days the 
inmates remained in the Shelter is somewhat higher than formerly ; this privilege 
enabled many to make successful arrangements for proceeding to other countries. 
The Committee point out that they have not been able, as yet, to cope quite suc- 
cessfully with a species of fraudulent conspiracy Which 1s carried on between 
certain: unprincipled shipping agents in Hamburg who have their representa- 
tives in London. By a variety of miusrepresentations, an excessive fee, 
amounting sometimes to £3 or £4 is extorted in London on luggage, or ocean 
tickets to America, which have once been paid for in full, all protests being met 
with the reply that“ instructions from Hamburg "are being acted npon. To 
deal with this class of fraud the Superintendent of the Shelter was sent on a 
mission to Hamburg, and from communications which have since been received 
by the Committee from Mr. Moritz Melchior in Hamburg, it is. hoped that the 
abuses complained of will receive the active attention of the Chief of the Police 
of that city, Senator Dr. Hachmann, The report recounts the active efforts of 
the Shelter during the recent cholera scare in assisting the Government officials 
at Gravesend, Owing to the scant support received from the public, but for the 
pecuniary assistance of the Russo-Jewish Committee, several of the most useful 
branches of the work of the Shelter would pel force have had to be suspended, 

The tabulated statements appended to the Report give interesting details of 
the work. Of the 1,548 inmates who passed .through the institution 760 were 
single,and @S88 married, 1457 had knowledge of a calling: 47,018 meals were 
distributed, (exclusive of 3,000 served on Sabbaths and Festivals during the 
winter months to“ casuals”), 7,051 being on account of the Sabbath Meals Society. 
It apoears that of the 1.548 inmates, 1,401 arrrived via Hamburg, and the 
* destinations ” show that 335 went to the United States, 166 to South America. 
254 to Canada, 508 to Australia and New Zealand, 71 to “ native town,” 137 to 
various countries, 177 remained in the United Kingdom, and 120 did not 
specify their destinations on leaving the institution, The occupations of the 
inmates who followed a calling covers 74 varieties. 

The Balance Sheet shows that the income was £1,143, and included a 
balance of subscriptions, £170, Conations, £150, Sabbath Meals Society, 
£205, rent and dividends, £63, and four grants from the Russo Jewish Committee 
amounting to LovW. The expenditure amounted to £1,172, and left a deficit of 
£29 os. 

The Committee. in conclusion, earnestly appeal to the community to assist 
them in continuing unimpaired the good work carried on by the Poor Jews’ Tem- 
porary Shelter, which holds out a helping and a friendly hand to the most 
helpless, to the “ stranger within the gates,’ who but for such guidance and 
assistance, would be a permanent drain on the charitable resources of the 
community. 

Mr. Shirley F. Murphy, the Medical Officer of Health of the London County 
Council, in a report as to the steps taken in connection with cholera, concludes 
his report as follows : “In these proceedings I have had the assistance of Mr. 
Smith, the Superintendent of the Poor Jews’ Temporary Shelter, 84, Leman 
Street, Whitechapel, whose knowledge of the Jewish immigrants, and of the 
vessels in which they arrive, was of the greatest value, and I would desire to 
acknowledge the aid he has given me.”

The Balance Sheet to the 31st December, 18:1, shows a balance of £26,214, 
and the income amounts to £149,447. Under expenditure may be mentioned the 
cost of building the new synagogue in the Lindenstrasse, which amounted to 
£22,998, 

The report of the Jewish community is couched in the following terms :— 
We can look back upon the three last years, 1580-00-91, as an epoch of peace and of 
advancing development for our community. However, sad the propagation of 
the anti-Semitic movement was, still it was without intluence on our adimiinistra- 
tive department, which was furthered by the Board of Management. The 
community has been spared greater struggles. The aims of the wardens have 
heen directed to maintain and strengthen Lhe unity amongst the members of the 
community. We have not vet been successful in amalgamating the Keform 
congregation with our comununity, and were thus not able to satisfy all parties, 
and to avoid by those means the double taxation.

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A HISTORICAL SKETCH OF THE DUBLIN 
HEBREW CONGREGATION. 


BY JOHN D. ROSENTHAL LL.D. 


The Jews first settled in Dublin during the Protectorate of Oliver Cromwell. 
Many of them became wealthy merchants, they had a synagogue ina narrow 
thoroughfare named Crane Lane otf Dame Street; no trace of this synagogue is 
now to be found. There is a referencein an old book published here to one 
Rabbi Aaron, the date is 1707, and he is called “the Scribe of Dublin.” 

On the 2sth October, 1718, a lease was granted to Alexander Felix Jacob 
Da Porto, David Michado, Sequietera Meirs, and Abraham Meirs, merchants, 
‘on behalf of themselvea and the Jewish Congregation of Dablin.” That lease 
was for 40 years from the 20th of September, 1717, and the place was used as a 
burial ground. In 1748 it was surrendered, and in consideration of the surrender 
andof a small sum of £54 10a., the then owner William Phillips, demised the same 
ground to Michael Philips, of Crane Lane, in the Parish of St. Werburgh, in the 
City of Dublin, Merchant, “on behalf of himself and the rest of the Jewish 
Congregation for the tine being and to come into the Kingdom of Ireland.” 

‘he grantin that instrument was for ever at a peppercorn or nominal rent, 
andthe trust was “ for the sole use and benetit of the Congregation of Jews 
ighabiting and which shall inhabit. reside or be in the Kingdom of Ireland for a 
burial-place,- That plot of cround which bas been in the possession of the Jews 
from the year 1717, if not before that time, is still-in our possession, and used 
by us as a burial place. 

About the year 1700 there was a place of worship rented by the Jews ina 
yard of a glasshouse in Marlborough Street .in this city, but it gradually fell into 
decay, and the community declined and dispersed. No trace of the original Jews 
whi » opened the Crane Lane and Marlborough Street Synagogue is now forth- 
coming. 

A tradition has come down to us which does not appear to be based on very 
strong evidence that the effects of the latter synagogue were seized and sold for 
urrears of rent, that a woman got possession of some of the sacred ettects, and 
that two brothers named Cohen having pursued her and found her on a vessel 
going to England, succeeded in rescuing from her a box containing two Scrolls of 

he Law. 

About 70 years since a few resident families opened a place of worship in 
Stafford Street. The late Mr. J. W. Cohen gave aportion of his bouse for 
that purpose free of rent, the Congregation continued to use that house until the 
year 0905, about 58 years since, when they purchased a leasehold interest in the 
premises in Mary’s Abbey which has been occupied by the Dublin Hebrew Con- 
greg.tion from that time to the present. After the purchase of this leasehold 
interest from the persons who then owned it, namely,a seceding congregation 
of which the Rev. David Stuart was the minister, some disagreement took place and 
the assignment of this leasehold interest was not executed until the loth January, 
1836, the Trustees being Alexander Lazarus Benmohel, Joseph Woolfe Cohen, and 
Simeon Rosenstein. The price then paid was £3V0 ; this sum of money was 
raised with difficulty by loans and donations, and afterwards a considerable sum 
was expended in fitting up the place, repairing the interior of the building, 
putting in new flooring, an Ark and Reading Desk upon which no less a sum than 


£500 was expended. All this money was raised by the religious zeal of the then 
residents who numbered about eleven families. 

Previous to the Union between Great Britain and Ireland the premises were 
used asthe Bank of Ireland, they were possessed of the fee simple of same, and 
on the 12th January, 1853, the premises were conveyed by the Bank of Ireland 
in consideration of £559 to three gentlemen since deceased, viz., Henry Lazarus, 
Henry Nerwich, and Louis Harris,in trast for the Dablin Hebrew Congregation, 
Each of these three gentlemen was a liberal contributor to our congregation, and 
the late Mr. Louis Harris, at the time of his decease, left a sum of £500 towards 
the building of the new synagogue.

Professor Virchow’'s probi- 
tion, as Rector of the University, of an intended anti-Jewish meeting, sought to 
retaliate by disturbing the Protessor’s pathological lecture on Friday last, They 
attempted to gain their end by drowning his remarks in hisses. nterrupting 
his lecture, the eminent Professor declared in a firm tone that. he did not con- 
sider as his students voung men who provoked political manifestations in the 
lecture hall. The anti-Semites in question, stung by the rebuke, angrily left 


the room, 
ITALY. 

The recent parliamentary elections have demonstrated that the idea of 
liberty and equality continues to make rapid strides. in Italy, The new 
Chamber of Deputies will contains 15 Jews among its members, whereas in the 
previous Chamber there were but nine. An Italian contemporary originally 
gave the number as 11, but two of the Deputies included in its list appear 
not to be Jews. Nearly all the former Jewish members, including 
Kdorado Arbib, Leopoldo Franchetti, Leone Romanin Jacur, Ulderico Levi, and 
Luigi Luzzatti have again been returned. 

Herr Adolph Binger, one of the most prominent and respected Jews in 
Genoa, died in that city on Sunday. 

TURKEY, 

The Vienna correspondent of the Dui/y News telegraphs :—The Chief Rabbi 
of Salonica has addressed a letter to his friends in Vienna, in which he complains 
of the sad effects of the great fire that destroyed the Jewish quarter in the city. 
The tive synagogues which were burned down are still in ruins, the community 
lacking the means of rebuilding even one of them. Large sums generously sent 
by the Sultan and other benevolent persons sufficed to build about one hundred 
new houses, in which poor Jewish families are allowed to live rent free. Baron 
Hirsch had houses built for one hundred and twenty Jewish families. Jewish 
fugitives from Russia are continually arriving in Salonica, and require help 
tn a community which finds it hard to aid its own poverty-stricken 
people.
